PARIS, Tex. (AP)—A brief dis- 


pute over the feasibility of turning 
the Red River into a cargo-carry- 
ing waterway broke out Wednes- 
day at a hearing on improving the 
river. 


Col. Howard W. Penney, U.S. 


District engineer at. Tulsa, Okltiu 
said a representative of several 
railroads who testified had "taken 
out of context" comments iii a 
Corps of Engineers report. 


The railroad representative wds 


Doswell 
Gullatl of Washington, 


D.C., who spoke • against making 
the river navigable. He represent- 
ed the Texas and Pacific Railway, 
the Missouri Pacific Railroad and 
the Texas and New Orleans Rail- 
road.

that Ihe river was not capable of 
being made navigable."

The interrogator was identified 


as Smith W. Brookhart, former 
member of the U.S. staff at the 
International Military Tribunal. 


After a long and heated strug- 


gle, Supremo Court Justice Moshe 
Landau, president of the court 
trying Eichmann, postponed de- 
cision on the affidavits until Tues- 
day. He instructed Dr. Robert 
Servatius, lawyer for Eichmann, 
and Ally. Gen. Gideon Hausner 
to come into court prepared to 
plead the issue. 


Earlier in the day, a witness 


testified 
that 
Nazi 
Germany 


Wiped out "overnight" the fruits 
of a 20-year struggle 
by Euro- 


pean Jews to improve their social 
and political position. 


Eichmann, listening intently, be- 


gan scribbling rapidly on a pad 
of paper in the prisoner's dock. 
He was one of the early members 
of the Nazi party, joining it in 
1931 when it was still outlawed 
in Austria. 


The witness was Dr. Salo Witt- 


mayer Baron, professor of Jewish 
history at Columbia University in 
New York City. 


"The 
Nazi movement showed 


that, even in a highly developed 
country, it was possible to turn 
back the clock. The steady devel- 
opment from 200 years of struggle 
by the Jews was set back over- 
night," Baron said. 


The period between the two 


world wars, he said, marked the 
"high point of Jewish emancipa- 
tion in Europe." 


The prosecution put Dr. Baron 


on the stand to delineate the so- 
cial and political position of the 
Jews in Europe at the moment

The other two judges also shot

One of them, Benyatnin Halevy, 
said he noted "a kind of cross- 
examination—and this doesn't tal- 
ly with your other remarks."

DEMANDS PATIENCE 0 


Dropping an inch - long cork 


bug into (he mouth of an 18-inch- 
long bass is not done by incanta- 
tions £ind the use of black magic. 


It's done by the use of a modi- 


cum of skill, aidcil by a great deal 
of practice and garnished with 
generous helpings of patience that 
refuses to wear thin after hours 
of vain effort. Bugging for bass, 
experts advise, can be done only 
one way — slowly. Any other ap- 
proach leaves 
I he angler 
frus- 


trated, arm - weary and usually 
fisbless. 


A bass bug, for the uninitiated, 


is a lure with a cork or deer hair 
or plastic body, usually with a bit 
of ft'alher 
trailing and 
always 


with a hook as an integral part 
of the unit. It is cast with a fly 
rod and line. 


Most anglers cast their lure 


upon the water, near to a bit of 
cover such as a weed bed, sub- 
merged log or the roots of a tree 
growing into the water. They lei 


i it lie for several seconds, long

lure a .slight twitch.

Wants Views 
on Closing 
Public School 


NEW ORLEANS (AP) — In a 


rare move, a three-judge federal 
court invited the lop legal officers 
of all 50 stales today lo express 
their views on abandonment of 
public schools by a state. 


The special panel, headed by 


Appeal Court Judge John Minor 
Wisdom, directed the attorneys 
general of the 50 states polled con- 
cerning a Louisiana school deseg- 
regation case. 


The step is believed lo be un- 


precedented. 


The tribunal asked for friend-of- 


the-court briefs from the state of- 
ficials in answer to two questions: 


1. Would the abandonment of a 


state's public'-school system de- 
prive children of rights guaran- 
teed by the 14th Amendment's due 
p r o c e s s or equal protection 
clauses? 
. .2. Would the answer be the same 
if the abandonment were on u lo- 
cal option basis following a vote 
of the electorate authorizing coun- 
ty school authorities lo close pub- 
lic schools?

Rules Town 
Can Legally 
Issue Bonds

LITTLE ROCK (API-Mountain 


View is a legally-constituted city 
of the second class and can issue 
$50,000 in improvement bonds, the 
Arkansas Supreme Court ruled to- 
day. 


The opinion came in a suit by 


T. E. Luther against Mayor John 
B. Gower and the City Council in 
an attempt to stop the bond issue. 


Luther contended that Mountain 


View officials had not complied 
with laws governing formation of 
cities of the second class because 
they had not divided the city into 
wards. 


Stone County Chancery 
Court 


disagreed, and the Supreme Court 
affirmed the lower court. 


The unanimous opinion agreed 


with Luther that the city should 
have been divided into wards but 
it said the fact this was not done 
did not destroy legality of the sec- 
ond class status. 


The court said Mountain View 


became a bona fide second class 
city as soon as it filed with the 
secretary of state its intention to 
change its status from that of an 
incorporated 
town and 
showed 


that voters had approved. 


Luther had tried to have re- 


sults of an election approving the 
bonds set aside because the voting 
was carried on at only one polling 
place. 


He said fhe city should have 


been divided into wards with a 
polling place in each ward to 
make the vote legal. 


Since Luther brought the suit, 


Mountain View has formed wards. 


In another opinion, the Supreme
